1 . AMB YOUNG AND PARTY ARRIVED ON TIME AT ZANDERIJ 
AIRPORT, SURINAM, AT 4:30 PM WEDNESDAY AUGUST 10, BUT IN SUDDEN 
HEAVY DOWNPOUR OF RAIN. DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER OF SURINAM VAN 
GENDEREN WAS CONDUCTED ABOARD PLANE FOR OFFICIAL WELCOME AND

2. TYPICAL OF SURINAM WEATHER, THE SUN WAS SHINING IN PARAMARIBO 
ON ARRIVAL AT THE PRESIDENT'S PALACE, WHERE AMB AND MRS. YOUNG
